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Idaho Farmers Saved $1,250,000 


in 1918 by Successful War 


on Rodents. 


:Poison Acts Very Quickly Through 


the Mouth and Cheek Pouches— 


Saccharin and Corn Sirup 


Make Bait Palatable. 


By combating ground squirrels Ida- 


Tio farmers saved over $1,250,000—in 
crops during 1918. Twenty-two coun- 
ties and 4,025 farmers co-operated 
with the biological survey of the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture 
la stamping out the squirrel pest, and 
as a result 277,751 acres were cleared 
of the rodents. 


It is estimated that this ground 


squirrel eradication work in 'daho 
saved at least 5 per cent of the total 
crops of that state which formerly 
•went to pay the yearly rodent tribute. 
As one farmer phrases it, "I used to 
consider that the. squirrels had a 
mortgage on 25 percent of my crops, as 
they devoured one-fourth of all I pro- 
duced. Now after I have cleared my 
farm of squirrels, I harvest and save 
100 per cent of all the crops I grow." 


In Bonnevllle county, Idaho, 114 


farmers distributed 6,223 pounds ot 
poisoned oats over 11,871 acres, and 
as a direct and immediate result saved 
$41,265 worth of farm crops which 
otherwise would have been consumed 
by the squirrels. In the eradication 
campaign, one farmer in this county 
distributed poisoned bait over one of 
Ms flelds and less than one hour later 
when he returned to the field he count- 
ed 278 dead.ground squirrels, six rab- 
bits and ten rock chucks which had 
fallen prey to the deadly bait. 


Poison Used. 


Idaho farmers formerly used strych- 


nine sulphate prepared in a" variety ot 
•ways to poison ground squirrels, but 
because this material proved unsatis- 
factory, the use of powdered strych- 
nine (alkaloid) is now practiced in the 
-organized 
campaigns. 
This 
poison 


acts very rapidly through the mouth 
and cheek pouches instead of through 
the stomach. It is prepared by mis- 
ing one tablespoonful of gloss starch 
An one-half teacupful of cold water 
and then stirring this combination into 
one-half pint of boiling water to make 
a thin, clear paste. Then one ounce 
of powdered strychnine (alkaloid) ia 
mixed -with one ounce of baking soda 
in a little water and stirred with the 
starch into a smooth, creamy mass, 
free of lumps. Then one-fourth pint 
of heavy corn sirup, one tablespoonful 
of glycerin and one scant ^spoon- 
ful of saccharin dissolved in a little 
warm water are stirred together. This

solution is spread over 12 iquarts Jl 
oats and mixed thoroughly in order to 
-coat each kernel. 
One quart of this 


poison is sufficient for 40 to 60 baits. 
The material—scattered one teaspoon- 
"ful to a place—should be distributed 
along the clean, hard surfaces near the 
squirrel holes where it will not en- 
danger live stock and where there is 
no chance for the rodents to waste 
the material by tramping over it or 
bv covering it with refuse from their 
holes, as would occur "wlre"the bait 
to be placed directly in their burrows. 


Control Columbian Squirrels. 


Columbian ground squirrels are not 


•controlled by this method of eradica- 
tion, as they hull outs very carefully 
'before eating them, and heface avoid 
tbe poison. Therefore a special method 
of .'preparing bait for these squirrels is 
used so that us they hull the outs the 
poison flakes off in the rodents' mouths 
and kills them. 


The Columbian squirrel bait is pre- 


pared by combining in dry mixture 
one ounce of powdered .strychnine 
(alkaloid) and one ounce of baking 
soda, one teaspoonl'ul of saccharin and 
three tablespoonl'iils of Hour, adding a 
Httle cold water and tJtirriujj; thorough- 
ly to u smooth, creamy paste. This 
mixture is distributed uniformly ove.' 
12 quarts of oats as m' the former 
case, and the poison bait scattered as 
previously 
described. 
This 
poison 


should be used within 10 to 14 clays 
after preparation, as otherwise the ma- 
terial will dust off the grain. 


Poison ground souirrels as early in 


the spring as possible, aw in this way 
the natural increase of young squir- 
rels is eliminated. The poisoning cam- 
paign should be continued throughout 
the year until the section is free of 
these pests. The rodents will eat. the 
poison baits at any time. 
Attention 


Should be given to destroying the 
squirrels in all their haunts in pas- 
tures, uncultivated fields, fence rows, 
and roads, as well as from the culti- 
vated fields where complete extermina- 
tion of the pests Is sought.

In boys' and girls' club work preju- 


dice and preconceived opinion, founded 
on lack of knowledge or misrepresenta- 
tion, are two obstacles that county 
agents and demonstrators meet every 
day. 
To surmount them is not the 


easiest task; to convert opposition 
into hearty support is an achievement 
calling for unusual patience and tact. 
That both of these virtues are pos- 
sessed in large measure by a majority 
of the extension workers may be ad- 
duced from the reports constantly com- 
ing to that bureau. 


A farmer in Maryland had no use 


for "book farming." 
He upbraided his 


son, a member of a boys' club, for fol- 
lowing the agent's Instructions in seed- 
corn selection. 
He called the test for 


100 per cent germination "foolishness," 
and walked off in utter disgust. The 
boy, encouraged by his Instructor, kept 
at it, demonstrated the proposition, 
grew the selected seed, and got a typi- 
cal high-grade crop, a decided contrast 
to dad's. That settled It. The "fool- 
ishness" turned out to be "a good i 
idea." 
The farmer has become an 


enthusiast. 


At the very outset a woman demon- 


strator In a northern county of Texas 
was opposed by the parents of a bright 
village girl, anxious to become1 a mem- 
ber of a boys and girls' club. 
The 


mother was not a believer in "these 
new-fangled Ideas" and the father had 
no sympathy with any "crazy theory 
stuff." 
In spite of the absence of any 


form of Invitation, the demonstrator

spent the night with them. Before the 
family awoke in the morning she went 
into the kitchen, made biscuits accord- 
ing to the "new-fangled idea," helped 
in the preparation of the breakfast and 
—well, the biscuits conquered. 


Today that little girl is the leading 


member of a club. During the past sea- 
son her garden was such a success 
tlmt she will have a bigger one this 
year, and the co-operation of her par- 
ents. 
And, according to them, "any 


time that agent comes this way she'll 
find welcome on the door." 


One more Instance, the three covering 


some of the important phases of agent 
work in the South : The colored farm- 
ers of a certain county in a far South- 
ern state used to pay no attention to 
crop rotation or diversification. They 
grew the same crops in the same fields, 
only such produce as suited their par- 
ticular whim. 
Nor did 'they see any 


necessity for home sanitation. They 
didn't know anything about the neces- 
sity for either, and cared less. As for 
the county agent, he was an intruder. 
They have different ideas today. Xot 
only do they grow the right crops, but 
also they take pride in the appearance 
of their fields and buildings. There is 
a friendly rivalry among them now, 
and the one-time Intruding agent is be- 
sought to set them right in all their 
problems. 


Thus opposition can be overcome to- 


day more than ever through the proper 
approach, the stick-to-it attitude, and 
the tact of the county and field agents 
and demonstrators of the extension 
service.

The pitcher plant is one of the 


freaks of plant life. 
It growls In 


swampy lands and is well known In 
Canada. 
The flowers, touched with 


beautiful, delicate tints, are prized 
for decorative purposes. But the won- 
der of the pitcher plant is its leaves. 
They are green, water-holding pitch- 
ers, beautifully veined with red and 
purple, with considerable variation in 
form. During rainfalls they are filled 
•with water. This largely evaporates, 
leaving the receptacle half full. Ex- 
ternally these cups are smooth, while 
internally they are lined with fine bris- 
tles pointing downward. There is also 
a sticky, sugary sort of semi-fluid sub- 
stance to he found around the inner 
margin of the bowl or pitcher. This 
arrangement not only attracts a large 
number of tiny insects, but they are 
so eager to feed on the sugary sub- 
stance that not a few tumble into the 
water below and die there. They can- 
not fly out, for the lines of flight would 
bo practically vertical, 
while hun- 


dreds of little bristles confronting 
them pi-event escape over the surface 
by walking out. 
Many believe that 


the plant, through its leaves, absorbs 
the digestive parts of these Insects, 
and that they thus contribute to its 
nutrition; in other words, that the 
pitcher plant, to this extent, is one of 
the carnivores of the vegetable king- 
dom.

Perhaps there is no use for sweet 


clover that gives such promise and 
that seems of such wide application 
as its combination with blue grass 
for pasture. 


Both crops grow together well, even 


when there is a perfect stand of each. 
The sweet clover adds nitiogen to the 
soil, and where the stand of blue grass 
IB poor this helps it to thicken and 
produce a much better stand than 
would be possible 
without eweet 


clover. Furthermore, the clover adds 
greatly to the total amount of pas- 
turage produced and gives a longer 
pasture season. It comes on in the 
spring two or three weeks earlier than 
most other grasses and the live stock 
can be turned out to pasture just that 
much earlier. In some instances this 
combination has more than doublec 
the carrying capacity of an acre oi 
blue grass alone. 
A first-class pas 


tore of this kind will easily carry two 
1,000-pound steers on an acre in the 
spring and early summer, and as s 
usual thing, will carry more than one 
such steer during the remainder of the 
pasture season. 


May Harvest Seed. 


If not pastured too heavily the sweet 


clover will produce seed enough 
reseed the pasture, and often a crop 
of from three to eight bushels of seed 
an acre can be harvested, in additior 
to the pasturage produced throughout 
the season.

Farmers have been very busy and 


short of help during the past season. 
Doubtless in many cases the manure 
pile is still in the barnyard. There 
was neither time nor help at hand to 
spread this manure at the usual time, 
and as a result the wheat may now 
be growing on land that is not as fer- 
tile as is desirable. 


In such cases it will be of great help 


to the wheat crop and of profit to the 
farmer if manure, or straw not needed 
for other purposes, is spread evenly

OD 
old blue-grass pastures of long stand 
Ing, which still have a fairly good lime 
supply, a stand of sweet clover often 
can be secured simply by sowing the 
eeed late in March or early In April 
and allowing live stock to trample 
the seed into the ground. In other 
Instances it is more convenient to 
Btart snch a pasture on a part of a 
rotation area, a seeding of sweet clover 
and timothy being made In oats after 
the necessary application of lime, the 
blue grass being allowed to come in 
of its own accord. 


Experiments Often Necessary. 


To determine the method that will 


succeed In getting a stand of sweet 
clover and blue-grass for pasture, it 
will generally reqnire some experi 
menting, as local 
conditions 
vary 


greatly. In some instances it has been 
found successful to sow sweet clover 
with timothy, the blue grass being al- 
lowed to come in, so that In a few 
years there is a perfect stand of sweet 
clover and blue grass. Pastures of 
this kind will make luxuriant growth 
annually, and if care is ex-ercised to 
permit a part of the sweet clover to 
produce seed each year, no other at- 
tention Is necessary.

TIME TO SPADE IN GARDENS 


Work May Be Done Much Earlier on 


Sandy Soils Than on Heavy or 


Clayey Kinds. 


Spading may be done much earlie 


on sandy soils than on heavy or clayej 
soils. When the soil adheres togethe 
in a heavy lump it is too wet for work 
ing. Allow such a garden to dry a lit 
tie more, because if too wet the clod- 
that form will often remain unbroken 
throughout the whole summer. When 
manure and leaves have been spreac 
over the surface of the garden It wil 
be an advantage to get this materia 
down into the soil. 


WOOD ASHES OF MUCH VALUE 


Average Composition Derived From 


Mixed Timber Is Equivalent to 70 


Per Cent Carbonate. 


Wood ashes have a much larger 


value than coal ashes. Their value 
lies in their content of potash, phos- 
phoric acid and lime.

composition of wood ashes derived 
from mixed hard and soft wood timber 
and produced in the household fires Is 
about 5 per cent potash, 2% per cent 
phosphoric acid and 35 per cent lime, 
equivalent to 70 per cent lime carbon- 
ate.

one of the Board's fourteen branch

person at one of these offices if they 
cansIt is very important that the dis- 
abled man shall be made to realize 
fully the advantage of taking train- 
ing to insure his future welfare. At 
the present time there are many pa- 
triotic employers |(t labor who are 
wiling to take on disabled 
men 


whether they are really capable of 
performing their duties or not. But 
don't forget that in a few years the 
work of the really efficient man will 
tell and he will be the one who will 
get ahead. 


For this reason the Federal Board 


is doing everything in its power to 
train and equip the disabled man im- 
mediately upon his discharge, so that 
he will be a thoroughly competent 
man in whatever line h'e elects to fol- 
low. 


In the event courses commenced 


prove for any reason unsatisfactory

I. 
The Proper Motive in Prayer 


(Matt. 6:5-8). 


The righteousness which counts with 


God Is doing right deeds with the 
right motive. 
Righteous as the act 


of praying is it may be an abomina- 
tion unto God: 


1. If it be to be seen and heard of 


men (v. 5). 
Much of the public pray- 


ing is false—when there is more 
thought of what the people think than 
of what God thinks. In praying the 
Individual Is dealing with God, there- 
fore if he be engaged in it to attract 
men's attention it is blasphemous. It 
Is not wrong to pray on the street cor- 
ner and in the synagogues; that which 
Is condemned is doing it to be seen 
of men. 


2. If there be the use of vain repe- 


titions (v. 7). This does not mean that 
we should ask but once, for we have 
examples of Christ and of Paul pray- 
ing three times for the same thing 
(Matt 25; 39-46; n Cor. 12:7-8), but 
meaningless repetitions as done by the 
heathen. The reason assigned is that 
"your Father knoweth what things ye 
have need of before ye ask him" (v. 
8). God is pleased with true prayer 
(v. 6). We should have a real desire 
for fellowship with God. Since prayer 
Is a transaction of the soul with God, 
we should go to our inner chamber, 
where only God can hear, and there 
commune with him. 


II. The Model Prayer (Matt. 6:9-15). 
1. Right relationship. "Our Father." 


Only those who have become children 
of God by faith in Jesus Christ (Gal. 
8:26) can pray aright. 


2. Right attitude. "Hallowed be thy 


name. 
Thy kingdom come." 
When 


we realize that we have been delivered 
from the power of darkness and trans- 
lated into the kingdom of his dear Son 
(Col. 
1:13) 
by being made the chil- 


dren of God we cannot help pouring 
out our souls to him in gratitude and 
praise, longing for the coming of his 
kingdom. 


3. Right spirit (1) That of trust 


which looks to him for daily bread. 
(2) That of love which results in the 
forgiveness of others. 
God will not 


listen to the prayer of the one who has 
an unforgiving spirit. 
(3) That of 


holiness which moves us to pray not 
to be led in temptation, and longs to 
be delivered from the evil one. 


4. The ascription of praise. 
"Thine 


Is the kingdom, the power, and the 
ylory forever." 


III. Persistency irv Prayer (Luke 18: 


1-8). 


The teaching of this parable is that 


men ought always to pray and not to 
faint (v. 1). The context shows that 
praying should be the business of the 
church while the Lord is absent. Hav- 
ing referred to the coming of the Lord 
at the close of the preceding chapter 
he uses this parable to enforce the ob- 
ligation of the, church under the fig- 
ure of a widow crying day and night 
unto God. Though the unjust judge 
had neither fear of God nor regard 
for man he avenged her of her ene- 
mies. 
Much more, then, will the tpn- 


der loving Father, God, avenge his own 
elect (v. 7). God is pleased with those 
who persistently pray, or, as popularly 
expressed, "pray through." 


IV. The Proper Attitude in Prayer 


(Luke 18:9-14). 


This is brought out in striking con- 


trast by two men pravir _. The Phari- 
see's sense of self ]>'•. ucally excluded 
the consciousness 
<>' God. The poor 


publican had n in •-! keen sense of 
God,

TESTING FUEL SYSTEM AND ADJUSTING 


CARBURETOR IN OPERATING AN ENGINE 


A Gasoline Engine Furnishing Power to Pump Water. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- plug or opening a petcock leading Into 


ment of Agriculture ) 


When an examination has

combustion chamber and then 


shown cranking the engine slowly a few 


that a good spark is being obtained at times, may answer the purpose, al- 


though as long as the needle valve is 
open some fuel will continue to be 
drawn into the cylinders. 


Testing the Compression. 


It seldom happens that the compres- 


sion of an engine suddenly becomes 
so poor through ordinary wear as to 
make it impossible to start with the 
methods commonly used. 
An open 


valve, however, will bring about thia 
result. Anyone who has ever started 
a gasoline engine when it was in good 
working order should be able to tell at 
once whether the compression is en- 
tirely gone as soon as he undertakes 
to crank the engine. When compres- 
sion suddenly falls it is probable that 
the trouble Is due to leaky piston rings 
or valves and the remedy Is usually ob- 
vious when once the cause is located. 
The biss made by the escaping air dur- 
ing the compression stroke is often 
enough to Indicate the plate where It 
is escaping. 


the right time, the next step is to see 
whether the engine is receiving the 
proper mixture of fuel and air. Many 
carburetors are made so that it is 
easy to remove the cover and see 
whether there is gasoline In the bowl, 
and where this is possible it is the 
easiest way to determine whether the 
fuel supply is all right up to that point. 
Other types of carburetor have tight 
covers, but are equipped with small 
petcocks, by opening which one can de- 
termine whether a supply of fuel is 
available. 


If there is no fuel in the carburetor, 


either the tank is empty or there is 
some obstruction in the pipe line be- 
tween the tank and the carburetor. 


Water in Gasoline System. 


To see that the carburetor contains 


a liquid which looks like gasoline, 
however, Is not enough, as water and 


i gasoline look very much alike, and it is 
not at all uncommon for water to be 
present in the gasoline system. Nelth- 
<?r does this w,ater always enter the 
system when it is being filled, as Is 
generally supposed. It is often the re- 
sult of condensation of moisture on the 
bides of the gasoline tank, which runs 
do\in and settles at the lowest points 
in the system. 
This may be in the 


I bottom of the carburetor, m the supply 


pipe, or in the strainer, or settling 
chamber. Where strainers or settling 
chambers are provided, these should 
lie drained and cleaned frequently, es- 
pecially in cold weuther, when any wa- 
ter present may cause considerable 
! Double by freezing.

Removing Water. 


A petcock on the curbureloi is a good 


means for removing any water -which 
may have settled at the bottom of the 
I'Qwl of the carburetor, and -which, 
•when present, will cause difficulty in 
~tarting. When making a test in this 
ivay, it is_jusuully ad\isable to allow 
enough gasoline to run through fto 
| make sure that the carburetor has a 
J full supply, as sometimes a partial

follows: 


"No sums of money shall he paid 


and no expenses authorized or in- 
curred by or on behalf of any candi- 
date to be paid by ihim in order to 
secure or aid in securing his nomina- 
tion to any public office in excess of 
25 per cent of one year's compensa- 
tion of the office."
